The London correspondent of the New York
MNerald, on the 4th nst., penned the following
cholee bit of sean. neag, There have beon so
many reports to the same Intent noud purpose as
this, that there are but few who do not conslder
them truthinl:—

Ag yon are no doubt aware from report, the
belr to the British throne is, ns alleged, nelther

iven to observe the sevonth cominandment, nor
dove he attempt to hide his shorteomings in that
respect, His compaoions snd intimate fricnds
are all young, unmarried noblemen, who nre no-
torious for the lmmornl Hyes they lead, and who
openly bonst of the gonguests th hloye aad
the femnle companions they patronize. The
Prince, although morried to one of the most
charming women in Earope, hns, it §s reported
everywhere, almost brolen his wife's hearthy his
infidelitics, and v ry much of her long-coutinued
illness may be attributed to this source of no-
noyvance. Curlous to say, his Royal IHlghness,
nlfbuup.h by no means better than most youung
maon of his years, never bocame openly immoril
until after e marrled. Among the ladles first |
attached to the household of the Princess of
Wales when &he came to Englind wns one of
handsomest women, on & very large scale, that
was ever seen ot this English Court.  This lady
had alrendy been *‘talked about,” and her name
was more or less mixed ap with that of three
or four well-knowu personages, but there was
nothing that could be actus lly proved and
nothing positively known against her. How-
ever, soon after she joined the Princess’ house-
hold she was evidently on far better terms with
the husband than with the wife, and the fiirta-
tion—1 give 11 the mildest possible name-
between ler and the unewly-morried Prinee
wae the talk of all London. The Queen, of
conrse, beard of Lthe seandal, and nscertnining
that it was but too true, she had an
interview with her son, which was not
a pleasant one for elther party. To make
a long story shorl, tho Duchiess had to leave Lhe
following of the Prineess, but the intimacy with
the Prince continued, as 1s generally bolieved,
as before, and was the source of much unhuppi-
ness o the wife of the future King of Epgland,
But “friendships"—again the mildest possible
word—of this Kind seldom remaln long iu the
same groove, Her Grace—for she isa dichess—

to show a great llking for a marquis, son
of u mi;ii’llly duke, nnd himsell one of the Minis-
ters of England, The Prince of Wales did not
like this., Ie remonsirated; the lndy would
not glive In, and so a regunlar gquarrel took
dnce between thein whicl has  never yel
ween mude up, the smiles of the Duchess being
still layished upon the Margnis. But the Prince
witg not a bit a better obild after he had seversd
from her Grace; on the contrary, he was very
much worse, for he took to visiting actresses
und to spending money upon them, and whero
hie had formerly one he hod now three or four

lady acquaintances. About the time I write of —
AOIIC LWO Yours ngo-—n famons French actross
(the lady who puts or ought to put all modest
women to the blush by her acting and the lasei-
vious gestures and looks she introduces) came
to London, and was, of course, surrounded by
half a dozen wealthy lovers, all of whom
spent  lortunes upon her, and all of whom
were upon  the same fomting of  int-
WACY. Lord o ¢ the smne person who
had the row with Mr. Granyille Murray, used Lo
drive her about openly in the park, she sitting
on the box of his four-iop-hand drag, and §he
meeting n the erowd of fashdonables that filled
the ride hig moiher, sisters, relatives, and other
Iadies. Would you tolerate such a state of
thing= in New York? 1 think not. Leta man
sin i1 he likes, but let him pot parade that sin |
on the most public part of the [shionable |
drive of Lordon, with & woman of that kiod
on the seat by lis =ide. Bot what if T tell |
you that amony the men that crowded after
this foreign actiess was his Royal Highness
Albert Edward, Prince of Wales, eldest son
of the Cueen ol Englond and heir to the erown
of these renlms?  Of conrse the trinmph of the
lady woe great, It is troe she is nearly, i not
guite, thirty years older than the Prince, but
this seems to make the infatustion all the
euter. 1o due time Mademoiselle left London,
ut this did uwot break off the intimacy, for
whenever the 'rince could vizit Parls or the
actress enme to London It was renewed. There
was only one drawback to the whole affuir,
For a man in his position the Prince of YWales
is not only far from rieh, but he is very much
in debt. "o do Lim justice he is not par-
eimonious, and althongh the Queen |has
made him, us it were, do the honors of London
for some yeurs past, she has neyer inoreased bis
allowance by a live-pound note, Now Mademoi-
gelle, like all women of her peculiar tastes, is
extravagant in the exireme, and would eat up
the natlopal revenue of the Unlted Slates In

enongh to give her the same.  As it 1s she has
dinmonds o the value of £80,000 (400 000,

The other day the Prince of Wales, by desire
of the doctors, ook his wife to the Bprings at
Wildbad, in Germany, for the sake of her
health, which is still very iondifferent. He re-
mained o short time with her, and then returnod
to London, leaving her with ber suite at Wid-
bad. Of course, he passed (hrough Parls; of
courso he remained some days In that very
wicked but very pleasunt eity, and of course he
went to see Mademolselle, Soinshow or other

The Right of Chinamen to Testify—-An Import-
nnt Opinlon by n Callfornin Judge,

The tollowing account of a declsion by o Cali-
fornla judge, setting a precedent as to the ad-
missability of a Chipaman's testimony, will be
read with Intercst. Bays the S8an Franciseo Alia
of the 7ih inat:—

Yosterday, in the Fourth Distriet Court, the
trinl of the cause of Alfred J. Welch v, Ah Hunod
ct ul was commenced before His Honor Judge
Sawyer. This action was brought for an alleged
breach of an agreomont, by which the defend-
ants stipuiated with the plaintiff o pay 8125
por cord tor wood cut from plaintift's Lmd, and
poaranteed to keep not less than (ifty wood-
choppers at work on #aid Innd.  This the plain-
il alleges the defendants have not done, and
heénce the sult. The damoages are lald at
£62, 500,

The testimony heing closed on behalf of the
plaintiff, Mr. R. H. Lloyd, nd atiorney for the
defoendant, placed Ah Hund upon the stand.
Mogsgrs, W lll\l.v and Heath, attorneve for the

laintiff, objected to Ah Hond glving testimony.
Ihey urged  that the sfatutes of the Stat
cluded Chinamen from glving testhmony agalust
acitizen, Mr. C. H, Lloxd, who was evidently
repared for the objection, replied at great
ength, He quoted first section 11 of the first
article of the declaration of riglits contained in
the Constitution of the 8tate of Califoraia,
which provides ‘“‘that all laws of a goneral
nature ehall have a uwviform operation,”
Mr. Lloyd contended that the laws giving
residents the right to defend sults founded npon
wrongful claims were general in their nature,
Every resident, whether Mongalian or Caucasian,
was lluble to be sued, and was entitied to de-
fend such snits, The law was therefore ‘‘zen-
eral,” and belng so, must, according to the law
of the State, be “aniform” in its operation, Thon
he quoted the seventeenth section of the said
first article of the Constitution of California,
which provides *“'that forelgners who are or who
maoy hereafter become bona fide residents of this
State, ehull enjoy the same rights in respect 1o
the¢ possession, enjoyment, and inheritance of
property as native-born eltizens.” Heo contended
that forcigners could not be sald to enjoy the
same rights in respeet to the “possession’ of
property unless they conld testify in regard to
such possession in a court of law. Of what
value could property In money or land be if
any citizen were entitled (o come aud swear
away the “‘right to possession” of it without
being answered by the person who owned the
property, and who alone, perhaps, could answer
on the point? He contended that If the S{ate
laws were read in all their fullness and scope,
they conferred npon Chinkmen the right to pro-
teéet their persons and their property by giving
evidence in courts of law. But he relied mainly
upon the Fourteenth Constituidonal amendment,
which declares that *‘no State shall deprive noy
person of life, liberty, or property without dne
process of law, nor deny any porson within lts
Jurisdiction the equal protection of the law.”
If, eaid Mr, Lloyd, a man comes and swears that
the property you possess does not belong to you,
it w‘ll not snrely be contended that you had
“equal protection under the law,” unless you
are allowed to swear that it does belong to you.
On that point he confidently rested his case.

Judge dawver gaid he had no doubt that the
State law took awny from Chinawmen the right to
testify In such cazes ns this, but it was equally
¢lear that the fourteenth Constitutional amend-
ment, which overrides all State laws, confers the
right to testify in protection of his life or his
{Jrnperl}'. He was aware that the Police Judge
nd declded otherwize: but that was a matter in
which that Judge had to decide for himsell, and
in no wisg concerned his (Judge Sawyer's)
opinion. He admitted that o different opinion
might be held as conselentionsly as Be elaimed
to hold his. Still he believed the Judge to be
mistnken. Was it to be argued that if two Chi-
pamen were walking alopg, and o white
man comes up and slays one of the Chinameoen,
thiat the other is to be precluded from giviog lils
testimony? M he were so precluded, how could
it be argued that all had “equal }.ruu'-:l.il_m" of
the lnw? If o man swears an unfounded claim
against your property, the only way you ean
protect the property I8 by swearing that the
1f you are not allowad to
do that, how can it be said that you bhave the
rotection of the law,” which the Consti-
tution declares is the right of all men?

The Judge accordingly ordered the examinn-
tion of Ah Hund to be proceeded with, sud at
the cloge of hie testimony the turther hearing of
the case was adjourned until this morning.
